ty departure from Pharaoh's: land. 


The feature which brings rnuclr'joy 


Into the hearts of the little ones dur- 
in gthe festival is the "Seder," or 
f'home service," which is held the 
first two evenings. 
The 
Reformed 


Jews observe the "Seder" only one 
evening. Seated about the table are 


all; the members • of. the household, 
and many come from ufar to Join their 
family, and.friends In thu festivities 
of "Seder night." Indeed, -to miuiy 
families the,night Is u grand reunion. 
The scene is inspiring, for at.,the 
head,of the table sits the father of 
the'household upon a cushion, .dress- 
ed'In a white shroud, according to the 
custom of freemen. in;the.orient, and 
relates .the fascinating and ever-Inter- 
esting story of the flight of the chil- 
dren of Israel from Egypt, while the 
remaining members of the family, fol- 
low, the tale as told in the books call- 
er "The Hagodath." 
•: A morsel of grated'horseradish or 
other bitter'herb is eaten, symbolic 
of the bitter sufferings and 
pangs 


which their forefathers endured du£ 
ing their bondage In Egypt. 
The 


herb is dipped into a concoction of 
nuts, cinnamon and wine, symbolizing 
In color the -clay bricks -.the Jews 
made. However, the "Seder".Is.pure- 
ly a joyous occasion.

COMET PHOTOGRAPHS PLANNED 


Naval Attronomen to Take'Pictures 


Daily Until June 1 


Washington, April 20.—Astronomers 


at the United States Naval Observa- 
tory will soon begin the work, of mik- 
ing a series of photographs of Hal- 
ley's comet. The first picture, will be 
taken on Monday next, and one pho- 
tograph will be_ taken each clear day 
until about June 1, when the comet 
will gradually be leaving the earth. 
The observatory has two six inch and 
one eight inch photographic lenses, 
which will be used In making the pic- 
tures of the. celestial visitor. When 
the series of photographs Is com- 
pleted .the observatory will have a 
pictorial hiptory" of the. visit of the 
comet. The work will be conducted 
by Prof. Asaphl Hall, U. S. N. 


"We first observed .the comet," said 


Prof. Hall, "on April 10 at 4.15 o'clock 
through the 26 equatorial telescope. 
Only the dim outline, of, the, comet was 
visible. It was hear a star of the 
slxl,h magnitude and. if seemed to 
have a slight, leaning to one side, as 
If. the edge of its tail was: coming in- 
to view.' Then it .was about 140,000,- 
000 miles from the earth. 


"A second observation was 
made 


yesterday morning. The comet seem- 
ed much brighter because of its rapid 
approach to the earth. It Is moving 
away from the small star. A halo in 
the .direction of the sun seems to be 
forming. This halo will probably de- 
velop later into the tail of the comet. 
It is now much brighter than its .com- 
panion star. It Is a: little north of 
east in the morning sky just before 
dawn. ' Its distance now is approxi- 
mately 123,000,000 
miles from 
the 


earth.
